To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  East  Kingston  in  the 
County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said 
East  Kingston  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March,  next, 
at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects. 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  in  addition  to  the  esti- 
mated receipts  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges 
for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $200.00  for  the  Public  Library. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $206.39  against  the  State  Appropriation  of  $1,- 
375.93  for  Class  V  Road  Assistance. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,000  for  maintenance  of  the  Fire  Department, 
any  surplus  not  used  for  maintenance  to  be  set  aside  for  a 
Fire  Truck  Fund. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $375.00  for  operation  of  the  Red-Network  System. 
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8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $100.00  for  Civil  Defense. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Tov/n  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $75.00  for  improvements  at  the  Old  Cemetery. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $50.00  for  tables  for  the  Town  Hall. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Towm  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,200.00  to  install  toilets  in  the  basement  of  the 
Town  Hall. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  hours 
during  which  the  polls  are  open  for  all  elections.  Suggested 
hours  2:00  P.  M.  to  7:00  P.  M. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  by  substituting  therefor  the  Zoning  Ordinance  pre- 
pared by  the  special  committee  appointed  in  accordance  with 
a  vote  taken  at  the  1958  Annual  Town  Meeting,  said  Ordin- 
ance being  as  follows : 

ZONING    ORDINANCE 

of  the 

TOWN   OF   EAST   KINGSTON,   NEW   HAMPSHIRE 

In  order  to  preserve  and  improve  the  attractiveness  of 
the  Town  of  East  Kingston  as  a  residential  and  farming  com- 
munity and  to  continue  its  desirability  as  a  place  in  which  to 
live  and  do  business,  and  in  order  to  safeguard  the  health, 
welfare,  morals,  convenience  and  safety  of  its  citizens,  the 
Town  of  East  Kingston  in  pursuance  of  authority  conferred 
by  Chapter  31  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  or  any  amendments  thereto,  adopts  the 
following  ordinance : 

ARTICLE  I 

A  building  inspector  may  be  appointed  annually  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  he  shall  be  the  administrative  offi- 
cer of  this  ordinance;   if  the  Selectmen  do  not  appoint  a 
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building  inspector  his  administrative  powers  and  duties  shall 
be  vested  in  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

ARTICLE    II 

Any  person  before  commencing-  v^ork  on  the  erection  or 
outside  structural  alteration  of  any  building  or  structure  to 
be  used  for  dwelling  purposes  must  first  obtain  a  permit  duly 
granted  for  such  purpose;  any  such  permit  shall  be  void 
unless  operations  are  started  within  six  (6)  months  from  the 
date  of  issuance. 

ARTICLE  III 

All  dwellings  shall  have  a  minimum  floor  area  of  400 
square  feet,  outside  measurement  and  excluding  open 
porches,  for  each  family  unit. 

ARTICLE  IV 
All  dwellings  shall  be  placed  on  a  permanent  foundation 
to  be  constructed  of  suitable  masonry  work  and  which  shall 
have  proper  footings.  All  outside  walls  shall  be  finished  with 
shingles  or  clapboards,  brick,  cement  or  cinder  blocks,  or  any 
other  approved  siding. 

ARTICLE   V 
Roofs  shall  be  of  fire  resistant  material,  wood  or  metal. 

ARTICLE    VI 

Chimneys  shall  be  constructed  of  brick,  stone,  cinder  or 
cement  blocks  and  shall  contain  fire  proof  flues;  all  chim- 
neys shall  extend  to  the  ground  and  rest  on  a  permanent 
foundation  with  footings. 

ARTICLE    VII 

All  dwellings  shall  be  set  back  from  a  public  highway 
at  least  30  feet,  or  where  existing  buildings  are  in  reasonably 
close  proximity  to  each  other,  to  the  line  of  said  existing 
buildings;  all  dwellings  shall  be  at  least  10  feet  away  from 
any  adjacent  property  lines. 

ARTICLE   VIII 

This  ordinance  shall  be  effective  on  all  State  and  Town 
roads  within  the  Town. 
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ARTICLE    IX 
No  land  shall  be  used  for  a  junk  yard,  dump,  or  for  the 
storage  of  abandoned  motor  vehicles  or  discarded  materials 
of  any  kind  whatsoever  in  a  manner  that  is  unsightly,  noxious 
or  detrimental  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  community. 

ARTICLE  X 
No  trailer  or  mobile  home  shall  remain  in  the  Town  for 
more  than  48  hours  without  the  owner  or  occupant  obtaining 
a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen ;  all  permits  shall  have 
a  maximum  time  limit  of  90  days,  at  the  expiration  of  which 
the  permit  shall  become  void  and  the  trailer  shall  be  removed 
from  the  Town  or  a  new  permit  obtained ;  no  trailer  or  mo- 
bile homie  shall  be  located  on  a  lot  smaller  than  2,000  square 
feet  in  area;  all  trailers,  trailer  camps,  mobile  homes  or 
mobile  home  subdivisions  shall  conform  with  the  regulations 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

ARTICLE    XI 
This  ordinance  shall  in  no  way  affect  any  present  use 
of  land  or  buildings. 

ARTICLE    XII 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

14.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting.

Miss  Gemma  Jean  of  Epping  was  elected  as  assistant 
nurse  to  work  with  Miss  Shea  in  Supervisory  Union  No.  16. 

This  staff  is  experienced,  well  trained  and  competent  and 
is  working  diligently  for  the  best  interests  of  the  boys  and 
girls  of  East  Kingston.  The  district  is  extremely  fortunate 
to  have  this  group  of  capable  teachers  in  this  period  of 
teacher  shortage.

The  Exeter  School  District  will  vote  again  on  an  addition 
to  the  new  high  school  building.  If  approved,  this  will  pro- 
vide space  so  that  the  area  districts  may  send  their  pupils 
to  this  school. 
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The  best  solution  to  East  Kingstons'  enrollment  prob- 
lems would  seem  to  be  that  of  sending  the  seventh  and  the 
eighth  grade  students  to  Exeter  as  soon  as  space  is  avail- 
able. Those  who  chose  to  attend  school  there  for  the  high 
school  grades  would  have  that  opportunity.  This  would  re- 
sult in  each  of  the  three  teachers  in  East  Kingston  having 
two  grades  in  a  room  with  a  reasonable  number  of  children 
to  teach. 

In  1958,  East  Kingston,  Exeter,  Kensington  and  New- 
fields  voted  in  favor  of  a  Helping  Teacher  or  assistant  to 
the  superintendent  for  the  school  year  1959-1960.  Greenland 
and  Stratham  v/ill  vote  again  on  this  item  this  year.  If  either 
district  votes  in  favor,  a  Helping  Teacher  will  be  provided 
for  the  Union.  The  law  states  that  it  is  necessary  to  have 
districts  representing  85%  of  the  students  in  the  supervisory 
union  vote  favorably  to  put  it  into  effect.  The  vote  of  the 
four  districts  which  have  already  approved  represents  82% 
of  the  pupils.  For  this  reason,  the  district's  share  of  the  cost 
of  the  Helping  Teacher  is  included  in  the  budget. 

The  need  for  a  class  for  children  with  limited  ability 
has  become  increasingly  acute.  Last  year  the  Rockingham 
Association  for  Retarded  Children  requested  the  Exeter 
School  Board  to  provide  a  class  for  such  children.  In  the 
fall  of  1958  the  Exeter  Board  voted  to  establish  a  class  for 
retarded  children  at  the  elementary  level  for  1959-1960  pre- 
ferably on  a  supervisory  union  basis  in  order  to  give  the 
smaller  districts  a  chance  to  participate  It  adopted  the  fol- 
lowing eligibility  rules  for  the  pupils  in  the  class: 

1.  At  least  two  years  of  retardation  as  evidenced  by 
results  on  achievement  tests  and  teacher  evaluation. 

2.  An  Intelligence  Quotient  of  between  75-50. 

3.  A  grade  range  from  Grades  2-6. 

4.  Must  be  capable  of  benefitting  educationally  by  this 
Icind  of  instruction. 

5.  Parental  approval  will  be  required. 
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Each  school  district  is  being  given  an  opportunity  to  vote 
on  this  question  through  a  special  article  in  the  v^arrant.  The 
size  of  such  a  class  would  be  limited  to  fifteen  pupils  and  on 
a  union  basis,  each  of  the  smaller  districts  v^^ould  have  at 
least  one  pupil  and  Exeter  vv^ould  have  from  eight  to  ten 
pupils.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  class  is  $7,000  for  the  first 
year.  The  Directors  of  the  Nelson  Fund  of  Christ's  Church, 
Exeter,  have  voted  $2,000  to  help  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
program  which  leaves  a  total  of  $5,000  to  be  pro-rated  by 
the  Supervisory  Union. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  P.T.A.  for  its  continued  support 
of  the  educational  needs  of  the  schools. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  school  nurse 
and  the  music  teacher  and  to  the  tables  which  follow.

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Report  of  The  Music  Supervisor 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Following  is  the  report  of  the  Music  Supervisor  for  the 
year  1958: 

We  are  fortunate  to  be  living  during  a  period  when  so 
much  good  music  of  all  types  is  available  to  us.  The  music 
of  today  not  only  gives  endless  pleasure  to  millions,  but 
also  serves  as  a  means  of  releasing  tensions. 

The  music  program  in  the  school  is  set  up  with  the  pur- 
pose of  giving  to  the  pupils  experiences  with  as  many  types 
of  good  music  as  possible.  Thus,  it  is  hoped  that  from  these 
musical  experiences  the  school  children  will  learn  to  know 
and  to  love  really  good  music,  so  that  they  may  benefit  from 
it  throughout  their  lives. 

The  modern  music  books  for  the  schools  contain  much 
more  interesting  material  than  did  those  of  the  past,  for  all 
music  educators  realize  that  obtaining  and  holding  a  pupil's 
interest  is  the  first  objective  of  the  music  teacher. 

Record  players  are  available  in  all  of  the  schools,  and  if 
good  records  are  played  frequently,  much  can  be  done  with 
music  appreciation. 

Ear-training,  rhythmic  activities,  rhythm  band,  work 
with  tonettes,  singing  games,  action  songs,  folk  and  square 
dances,  learning  the  fundamentals  of  music,  note  reading 
and  singing  in  unison  and  parts  are  all  included  in  the  music 
program. 

In  May,  the  pupils  of  the  Pound  School  presented,  for 
their  parents,  a  short  Memorial  Day  operetta,  "Betsy  Ross 
and  the  Flag." 

The  graduation  exercises,  in  June,  included  special 
graduation  music  and  the  operetta,  "HMS  Pinafore,"  direct- 
ed by  Mrs.  Merrick. 
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To  celebrate  Christmas,  the  fourth  and  fifth  grade 
pupils,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Tilton  presented  for  their 
parents  a  Christmas  play,  and  "The  Story  of  the  First  Christ- 
mas" in  music. 

For  the  parents  of  the  upper  grade  students,  Mrs.  Mer- 
rick prepared  and  presented  the  pupils  in  the  sixth,  seventh 
and  eighth  grades  in  a  Christmas  operetta,  "Old  Crosspatch." 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Hoyt,  the  members  of  the 
East  Kingston  School  Board,  the  P.T.A.,  the  teachers,  Mrs. 
Loch,  Mrs.  Tilton  and  Mrs.  Merrick,  and  the  parents  for 
their  cooperation.

School  Health  Report 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

School  health  services  comprise  those  procedures  de- 
signed to  determine  the  health  status  of  the  child,  to  enlist  the 
child's  interest  in  protecting  and  safeguarding  his  health, 
to  help  parents  understand  their  children's  health  needs,  and 
to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  provide  suitable  treatment  for 
disease  and  the  correction  of  physical  defects. 

The  school  nurse  can,  within  the  scope  of  her  ability, 
make  a  general  survey  of  a  child's  health  needs.  We  have,  in 
the  past,  done  our  best  to  discover  such  physical  defects  as 
loss  of  hearing  and  vision,  poor  teeth  and  bad  tonsils.  But 
these  consist  of  just  parts  of  a  child.  School  health  should 
deal  with  the  whole  child  and  the  best  way  to  do  this  is  thru 
a  thorough  physical  examination  by  a  school  doctor  with  the 
parent  present  if  possible.  The  cost  is  very  reasonable  and 
the  returns  great.  "Gold  that  buys  health  can  never  be  ill 
spent." 
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The  East  Kingston  School  Board  and  the  citizens  who 
voted  for  it  are  to  be  congratulated  on  providing  a  school 
physician.  Now,  if  we  could  only  help  the  child  with  emo- 
tional problems  we  would  be  doing  much.  "A  sound  mind  in 
a  sound  body  is  a  short  but  full  description  of  a  happy  state 
in  this  world.  He  that  has  these  two  has  little  more  to  wish 
for;  and  he  that  wants  either  of  them  will  be  little  the  bet- 
ter for  anything  else."  In  these  days  of  Sputniks  and  Space- 
men, we  must  give  more  thought  to  the  health  of  our  chil- 
dren for  not  only  is  health  the  basis  of  the  individual's  well- 
being  but,  as  Disraeli  remarked,  it  is  the  foundation  of  the 
people's  power  as  a  state. 

Since  the  advent  of  the  second  school  nurse  in  Septem- 
ber, 1958,  more  follow  up  work  on  the  correction  of  defects 
can  be  done,  more  home  visits  can  and  have  been  made,  more 
conferences  with  parents  have  taken  place. 

Health  appraisal  forms  have  gone  out  to  each  child's 
parent.  We  need  this  to  better  understand  the  child  with  a 
health  problem,  to  make  adjustments  in  his  program  if  nec- 
essary, and  to  obtain  remedial  or  corrective  services  where 
possible. 

Last  spring  there  was  a  mass  clinic  for  all  the  younger 
children  in  school  to  bring  them  up  to  date  on  their  "pre- 
ventive shots".  Patch  tests  were  done  on  children  in  the  even 
grades.  We  hope  to  repeat  this  during  the  coming  Spring. 
Parents  should  take  advantage  of  this  service. 

The  School  Board,  teachers,  and  community  as  a  whole 
have  been  very  helpful  to  the  nurses  in  carrying  out  their 
duties  and  we  are  very  grateful  for  this  help.
